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486—4.92(10A,88) Stay or rehearing of final order.

4.92(1) Any party or intervenor aggrieved by a final order of the employment appeal board may,
while the matter is within the jurisdiction of the employment appeal board, file a motion for a stay or a
rehearing.

4.92(2) Such motion shall set forth the reasons a stay or rehearing is sought and the specific relief
requested.

4.92(3) The employment appeal board may order such relief or may vary the relief as it deems
appropriate.
